Drayman May Have Confused 
Goebel Statues, Says ESD Newsletter 

Frankfort, Ky . Nov. 1 — According to tradition, the statue 
of Former Gov William Goebel In front of the Capitol was not 
intended to stand there 

Tho story i«, says the Economic Security Department's 
Newsletter, that this statue, sponsored by and paid for by the 
Women’s Monumental Fund, was intended for the martyred 
governor’s grave in Frankfort Cemetery 

Furthermore, says the magazine in reviewing the legend, 
the statue gracing the grave was not Intended for that spot 
but was to be placed in front of the Capitol. This statue was 
paid for with a 120 000 Legislative appropriation 

The two statues, it seems, were delivered in Frankfort at 
the same time, possibly arriving from the same foundry In 
Frankfort they were handled by the same draying firm which 
inadvertently mixed the two When the mistake discovered it 
was too late to switch the statues 

The Newsletter says it has not established whether this 
bit of tradition Is founded on fact 
Says the publication: 

"However ... it is not difficult to believe that a mix-ift) 
in delivery might have taken place. The statue at the front 
end of the main entrance to the New Capitol shows Goebel 
in repose, while the one which marks his grave in the Frank- 
fort Cemetery depicts him in various action, delivering one of 
the fiery orations for which he was distinguished ”

Inducted In Bow - Arrow Season 

Frankfort, Ky., Oct. 29 — 

Kentucky's longest bow and ar- 
row deer season in history will 
open in 31 counties on Novem- 
ber 1 and continue for 30 days, 
with indications that huntors 
will have more to shoot at this 
year than ever before. 

Another concession to the 
deer archery hunters this year 
is the permission to kill both 
bucks and does throughout the 
season except on November 27 
and 28. the first two days of 
the gun season, when only bucks 
with visible antlers may be tak- 
en The limit is one deer for 
the season per hhnter 

An archery hunting permit 
will cost residents $5 50 and for 
non-residents the assessment is 
$25.50. in addition to a legal 
hunting license. 

Nothing more than longbows 
may be used and barbed arrows 
are barred Also the arrows 
must have a seven-eigths inch 
cutting surface.
